R.W.  JULIAN  PROPOSES  NEW  SYSTEM 
OF  U.S.  COMMEMORATIVES 

R.W.  "Bob"  Julian  is  one  of  the  nation's  most  knowledgeable  and  most  respected  numismatic  researchers  and  historians. 
He  also  is  a former  member  of  the  NLG  Board  of  Directors  and  the  1992  recipient  of  the  coveted  Clemy  Award.  Some  months 
ago,  with  typical  thoroughness  and  attention  to  detail,  he  prepared  a proposal  for  revising  the  U.S.  commemorative  coinage 
system  — which  he  and  other  thoughtful  observers  feel  is  disastrously  off-course.  He  is  hoping  that  hobby  leaders,  especially 
the  American  Numismatic  Association,  will  get  behind  this  proposal.  We  welcome  your  comments  on  his  plan.  EDITOR 


^ The  law  will  establish  a com- 
mission, to  be  composed  of 
twenty  to  thirty  persons  from 
the  numismatic,  banking,  histor- 
ical and  governmental  commu- 
nities. It  will  have  the  authority, 
subject  to  a Congressional  com- 
mittee and/or  Adminis- 
tration veto  within  a fixed  peri- 
od, to  issue  commemorative 
banknotes  and  coins  ranging 
from  the  quarter  dollar  to  the 
five-dollar  bill.  (In  promoting 
this  idea,  the  ANA  should  state 
that  everyone  could  now  afford 
commemorative  coins  of  their 
own  country,  not  just  the 
wealthy.  The  media  will  will- 
ingly use  this  rationale.) 

• The  committee  will  have  an 
executive  director  and  small 


staff  (preferably  fewer  than  five 
persons)  to  coordinate  the  activ- 
ities of  the  commission  and  dis- 
tribution of  the  commemora- 
tives.  The  executive  director 
and  the  commission  members 
will  be  subject  to  Senate 
approval.  The  headquarters  of 
the  commission  should  be  close 
to  Philadelphia  and  that  Mint, 
but  far  enough  away  to  keep 
costs  down  to  a minimum. 
High-priced  office  space  is  not 
necessary. 

• There  will  be  contests  on  a 
national  scale,  restricted  to  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States,  to 
design  the  artwork  necessary 
for  the  commemoratives.  The 
commission,  with  the  permis- 
sion of  Congress,  should  set  the 


amount  of  the  prizes  with  more 
than  one  prize  being  awarded 
for  a given  contest.  The  nation- 
al publicity  given  to  such  con- 
tests will  result  in  increased 
sales  of  commemoratives. 

• The  winning  drawings  go  to  the 
engraving  department  of  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  or  to  the 
Bureau  of  Printing  and 
Engraving  to  prepare  models  or 
master  engravings  on  steel,  as 
the  case  may  be.  (It  may  be 
necessary  to  hire  two  or  three 
additional  engravers.) 

• The  mints  should  not  strike  any 

surcharged  commemorative  coins 
with  the  possible  exception  of 
proof  pieces.  The  minting  of  gold 
and  silver  bullion  coins  would  not 
be  affected.

FROM  THE 
DIRECTOR'S  DESK

In  the  spring,  a young  author's 
fancy  lightly  turns  to  thoughts  of 
the  NLG  Writers'  Competition. 
As  a matter  of  fact,  so  do  the  fan- 
cies of  a few  OLDER  authors. 

Here  at  NLG  Central,  our 
thoughts  have  been  turning  in 
that  direction  too.  That's  why  the 
current  Newsletter  contains  the 
complete  rules  for  the  1994 
competition. 

As  some  of  you  may  recall,  we 
stubbed  our  toes  a year  ago  in 
getting  out  the  rules  for  the  1993 
contest.  Unforeseen  delays  in  dis- 
tributing the  Newsletter  forced  us 
to  extend  the  entry  deadline  — 
and  since  the  Newsletter  con- 
tained both  the  original  deadline 
and  the  amended  one,  confusion 
abounded. 

This  year  we've  allowed  our- 
selves extra  time  — a margin  of 
error,  if  you  will  — in  distributing 
the  rules,  and  we're  hoping  to 
eliminate  (or  at  least  greatly 
reduce)  the  snafus  that  plagued 
us  a year  ago. 

Understandably,  our  contest 
draws  considerable  interest,  as 
well  as  occasional  sniping  from 
undoubtedly  well-meaning  crit- 
ics. This  is  perhaps  as  good  a 
time  as  any  to  address  some  of  the 
comments  we've  heard  — and 
there  have  been  plenty! 

A perennial  objection  is  that 
we  have  too  many  categories  and 
too  many  awards.  As  you  might 
expect,  we  seldom  hear  this  objec- 
tion from  those  who  are  on  the 
receiving  end  of  our  handsome 
award  plaques. 


This  particular  criticism  seems 
to  reach  a crescendo  following  each 
year's  Bash,  when  it  goes  hand  in 
hand  with  grumbling  that  the  Bash 
was  overlong  — because  (you 
guessed  it!)  it  took  so  much  time  to 
announce  and  present  the  awards. 

It's  true  that  we  had  an 
unusually  long  list  of  award  win- 
ners last  year  at  our  Baltimore 
Bash,  including  a record  number 
of  "extraordinary  merit,"  "appre- 
ciation award"  and  "distin- 
guished service"  honorees.  But 
that  was  a special  occasion:  We 
were  celebrating  our  25th 
anniversary,  and  we  felt  it  was 
appropriate  to  extend  recognition 
in  a tangible,  visible  way  to  those 
whose  contributions  — while 
noteworthy  — didn't  happen  to 
earn  a standard  award. 

The  suggestion  has  also  been 
made  that  we  cheapen  our 
awards  by  giving  them,  on  occa- 
sion, to  works  that  are  unworthy, 
at  least  in  the  opinion  of  the  crit- 
ics. First,  it  should  be  noted  that 
judgments  as  to  worthiness  tend 
to  be  subjective;  I suspect  that  no 
one,  myself  included,  has  ever 
been  100  percent  satisfied  with 
the  outcome  of  our  annual  com- 
petitions, but  we  do  our  level  best 
to  be  fair.  Second,  the  award  that 
seems  to  have  stirred  the  most 
grumbling,  given  several  years 
ago  to  a book  on  silver  dollars, 
was  not  a best-entry  honor  based 
upon  the  merits  of  the  volume, 
but  rather  a non-competitive 
plaque  recognizing  the  fact  that 
whatever  its  shortcomings  may 
have  been,  the  book  represented 
an  exceptional  investment  of  time 
and  effort. 

In  recent  years,  we  have 
required  submission  of  five  copies 
of  each  entry  — including  five 
copies  of  any  book  or  catalog  ten- 
dered for  consideration.  I,  for 
one,  agreed  with  the  rationale  for 
this:  It  enabled  us  to  broaden  the 
base  of  the  judging  and  that,  in 
turn,  made  it  less  likely  that  the 
outcome  would  be  skewed,  in  any 
given  category,  by  the  fact  that 
one  or  two  judges  might  harbor  a 
bias  in  favor  of  (or  against)  a 
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particular  author  or  subject. 

Hardly  anyone  objected  to 
submitting  extra  copies  of  articles, 
columns,  magazines,  newspapers 
or  newsletters.  We  did  receive 
objections,  though,  from  a few 
entrants  — and  would-have-been 
entrants  — in  the  book  categories. 
They  made  the  legitimate  point 
that  books  can  be  relatively 
expensive  and  that  furnishing  five 
copies  represented  a significant 
financial  burden,  especially  for 
authors  of  modest  means  who 
had  self-published  specialized 
hobby  books. 
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In  recent  months,  I discussed 
this  issue  at  length  with  members 
of  our  Board  of  Directors  — par- 
ticularly Scott  Travers,  our  contest 
coordinator  — and  we  decided 
that  this  year,  we  would  reduce 
the  number  of  copies  required  to 
three,  not  only  in  the  book  cate- 
gories but  right  across  the  board. 
We  still  believe  that  having  more 
judges  maximized  the  likelihood 
of  equitable  results,  but  we're  sen- 
sitive to  the  fact  that  the  previous 
requirement  may  have  caused 
inequity  monetarily. 

One  change  we  didn't  make 
this  year  was  in  the  number  and 
nature  of  the  categories.  Essen- 
tially, they're  the  same  as  a year 
ago.  Yes,  there  are  quite  a few  — 
but  then,  there  are  many  different 
kinds  of  numismatic  publications, 
and  frankly  it  would  be  difficult 
to  trim  the  categories  significantly 
without  depriving  important  ele- 
ments of  our  membership  of 
potential  recognition. 

We  do  intend  to  tighten  our 
standards  this  year:  If  the  judges 
determine  that  there  are  no  fully 
meritorious  entries  in  a given  cat- 
egory, no  award  will  be  given.  In 
the  past,  there  have  been 
instances  where  certain  categories 
drew  only  one  or  two  entries  and 
winning  was  a matter  more  of 
default  than  of  merit. 

Scott  Travers  is  coordinating 
the  contest  again  this  year  and 
that's  the  surest  guarantee  of  all 
that  things  will  go  smoothly.  The 
Numismatic  Guaranty  Corpora- 
tion of  America  (NGC)  has  gen- 
erously agreed  to  facilitate  the 
process  by  serving  as  the  recep- 
tion point  for  the  entries.  All 
should  be  sent  to  Scott  in  care  of 
NGC,  as  noted  in  the  rules.  (This 
comes  as  welcome  news  indeed  to 
my  wife,  Patt,  since  our  dining 
room  served  as  the  reception 
point  LAST  year!) 

I urge  all  members  to  study 
the  ground  rules  carefully  and 
then  to  submit  entries  in  any  cate- 
gories where  they  have  produced 
eligible  work.  For  all  the  occa- 
sional carping,  NLG  awards  are 
meaningful  and  prestigious,  and 


over  the  years  they've  been  a 
source  of  great  satisfaction  and 
pride  to  those  who  won  them. 

Spring  is  also  election  time  for 
the  Guild.  Two  members  of  our 
Board  of  Directors  — Q.  David 
Bowers  and  Margo  Russell  — are 
currently  completing  two-year 
terms,  and  under  our  bylaws  both 
are  eligible  to  serve  a second 
term.  (The  rules  permit  two  con- 
secutive terms,  for  a total  of  four 
years'  service. ) 

As  eligible  incumbents,  Dave 
and  Margo  both  will  appear  on 
the  ballot  this  year.  To  qualify  for 
placement  on  the  ballot,  any  other 
interested  member  must  receive  a 
minimum  of  three  nominations. 
These  should  be  sent  to  me  at  12 
Abbington  Ter.,  Glen  Rock,  N.J. 
07452,  and  must  be  postmarked 
by  May  31  and  received  by  June 
10.  Ballots  will  be  sent  to  the 
membership  thereafter  if  there  is 
a contest. 

By  now,  some  of  you  (I  hope 
ALL  of  you)  may  have  discovered 
that  the  NLG  is  the  focus  of  a full- 
length  article  in  the  May  1994 
issue  of  COINage,  a publication 
with  which  I have  had  a close 
relationship  for  quite  a few  years. 
The  story  is  entitled  "They  Write 
About  Coins"  and  was  written  by 
our  own  David  T.  Alexander. 

Dave,  of  course,  preceded  me 
as  executive  director  of  the  Guild, 
so  he  certainly  knows  the  subject 
matter  thoroughly.  In  a sense,  the 
COINage  article  is  a much  con- 
densed version  of  the  "25-Year 
History"  Dave  wrote  last  year  for 
our  silver  anniversary.  If  you 
haven't  yet  seen  the  magazine,  I 
urge  you  to  get  a copy  and  read  this 
interesting  article.  Who  knows: 
You  may  be  mentioned  in  the  story! 

Speaking  of  our  silver 
anniversary,  it's  still  not  too  late  to 
obtain  an  example  of  the  1 -ounce, 
.999-fine  silver  medal  we  issued 
last  summer  to  commemorate  that 
milestone.  Only  250  pieces  were 
struck  and  supplies  are  dwindling 


— but  while  they  last,  you  can 
acquire  one  of  these  beautiful 
medals  (our  first  precious-metal 
collectible)  PLUS  a copy  of  the  50- 
page  history  booklet  for  a com- 
bined price  of  $25.  That  price  is 
postpaid  within  the  United  States 
and  Canada;  postage  is  additional 
elsewhere.  Orders  should  be  sent 
to  me.

In  closing,  let  me  say  how 
gratified  I am  by  the  many  favor- 
able comments  we've  received 
regarding  the  new  format  of  the 
Newsletter.  It's  being  laid  out 
and  printed  now  by  Michael  and 
Diana  Sedgwick,  who  are  well- 
known  to  many  of  us  as  gracious, 
effective  publicists  for  the  British 
Royal  Mint.  They  have  worked 
skillfully  with  myself  and  our  edi- 
tor, David  Ganz,  to  make  this 
already  invaluable  tool  even  bet- 
ter. The  current  issue  is  the  sec- 
ond "put  to  bed"  by  Michael  and 
Diana,  and  I,  for  one,  look  for- 
ward to  many  more!

• No  commemorative  should 
honor  an  event  less  than  50 
years  old;  in  this  way  current 
social  disputes  would  not  nulli- 
fy the  program.  Events  or  per- 
sons honored  prior  to  the  50- 
year  limit  should  go  in  quarter- 
century  intervals  but  half 
century  intervals  would  be  better. 

• The  Federal  Reserve  System 
will  destroy  any  commemora- 
tive coin  or  banknote  found  in 
circulation  two  years  after  date 
of  issue;  the  amount  so 
destroyed  will  count  against  the 
seigniorage  for  that  year.  This 
should  create  mass  hoarding 
and  thus  high  profits  to  the 
Treasury.  Virtually  no  one  will 
spend  coins  that  have  been 
saved  for  collections  or  future 
generations.  The  effect  of  this 
rule  would  be  psychological 
rather  than  real. 
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• All  seigniorage  derived  from  a 
commemorative  program 
should  be  applied  to  the  nation- 
al debt.  This  facet  of  the  idea 
will  create  a strong  selling  point. 
(The  expenses  of  the  commis- 
sion can  be  funded  from  the 
seigniorage,  with  a spending 
cap  established  by  Congress.) 

• The  Treasury  should  change  the 
designs  on  the  circulating 
coinage  no  more  often  than  15 
years  but  in  no  less  than  25 
years.  The  cent  should  perhaps 
be  excluded  from  this  provision 
as  hoarding  might  damage  its 
value  to  the  economy.  (The  reg- 
ular change  of  such  designs  will 
provide  additional  revenue.)  In 
addition,  faces  of  individuals, 
whether  living  or  dead,  should 
no  longer  be  permitted  on  the 
circulating  coinage. 

• While  this  program  is  a tax,  it  is 
a voluntary  one.  The  ANA  can 
proclaim  to  the  country  that  it  is 
the  only  broadly  based  organiza- 
tion actually  asking  for  the  privi- 


lege of  paying  taxes  to  help  retire 
the  national  debt.  The  cost  of 
administering  this  tax  (seignior- 
age) will  be  the  lowest  of  any  tax 
program  in  the  United  States. 
The  ANA  could  use  these  two 
points  very  effectively  in  a 
national  campaign  to  persuade 
Congress  to  adopt  the  plan. 

Explanation  and  Rationale 

Only  the  American  Numismatic 
Association  has  the  resources  to 
organize  a national  campaign  for  the 
acceptance  of  this  proposal.  The  steps 
necessary  would  he  as  follows: 

• The  ANA  sends  a letter  to  all 
members  of  Congress  explain- 
ing the  program  and  what  it 
would  accomplish.  At  the  same 
time,  through  its  district  repre- 
sentatives and  their  contacts, 
individual  members  of 
Congress  would  be  personally 
contacted,  either  in  Washington 
or  in  the  home  district. 

• Once  the  answers,  or  lack  there- 
of, had  been  received  for  the 


second  stage,  ANA  officials 
would  contact  members  of  the 
national  media  (including  talk 
shows,  C-SPAN;  etc.)  to  point 
out  that  collectors  are  the  only 
organized  body  offering  to  help 
pay  the  national  debt  with  a 
voluntary  tax.  This  type  of 
action,  if  properly  organized, 
would  bring  great  attention  to 
collecting  and  the  ANA.  (It  is 
not  possible  to  estimate  the  pre- 
cise amount  of  seigniorage  to  be 
obtained  each  year,  but  the  fig- 
ure of  "several  hundred  mil- 
lions," within  two  years  of  the 
program  going  into  effect,  can 
be  used  with  little  fear  of 
contradiction.) 

• The  ANA,  in  league  with 
friendly  members  of  Congress, 
should  prepare  the  necessary 
draft  legislation  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. The  current  leadership 
has  the  necessary  expertise. 

• At  the  same  time  that  the  nation- 
al media  is  contacted,  there 
would  be  a series  of  articles  in

(published  weekly  - ave.  80  pss.) 
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the  numismatic  press  detailing 
the  program  and  naming  those 
Congressmen  who  refuse  to 
cooperate.  The  undersigneci 
would  be  willing  to  undertake 
this  end  of  the  matter,  thus  sav- 
ing the  ANA  from  Congressional 
backlash  when  unpleasant 
remarks  need  to  be  made  and 
recalcitrant  Congressmen 
attacked  by  name.  All  collec- 
tors would  be  encouraged  not 
only  to  write  the  officials 
involved  (or  contact  them 
directly),  but  also  to  write  let- 
ters to  the  editors  of  local  news- 
papers denouncing  those  who 
give  lip  service  to  reducing  the 
national  debt  yet  sell  out  to  spe- 
cial interests.  The  letters  to  the 
editors  would  be  as  ugly  or 
polite  as  considered  proper  by 
the  writer.  Collectors  should 
also  contact  possible  opposition 
candidates  with  an  eye  towards 
bringing  pressure  from  this 
direction.  Everything  should 
be  done  on  a nonpartisan  basis. 

It  should  also  be  pointed  out  to 
all  concerned,  that  the  seignior- 
age on  the  coinage  is  but  the 
first  step  and  that  there  will  a 
ripple  effect  as  collectors  buy 
and  sell  these  coins  in  future 
years.  The  changing  of  regular 
coinage  designs  will  also  pro- 
duce large  quantities  of 
seigniorage  over  the  years. 

The  ANA  should  state  publicly 
that  the  Mint  has  little  to  do 
with  all  of  this  and  the  present 
system  of  surcharged  coins  for 
special  interests  is  mandated  by 
Congress  alone.  The  publica- 
tion of  letters  in  the  numismatic 
press  attacking  the  Mint  has 
served  to  divert  attention  away 
from  the  real  problem. 
Collector  anger  has  to  be  direct- 
ed towards  Congress  - not  only 
the  source  of  the  problem  but 
the  solution  as  well. 

The  reason  for  removing  por- 
traits of  individuals  from  the 
circulating  coinage  is  quite  sim- 
ple. Once  on,  they  are  almost 
impossible  to  get  off,  leading  to 
frozen  designs  and  political 


cowardice  by  the  Treasury  and 
Congress.  The  rule  should  stop 
the  use  of  the  circulating 
coinage  designs  for  political 
purposes,  as  has  been  done  too 
often  in  the  past. 

• To  those  members  who  would 
argue  that  the  ANA  has  no 
business  in  such  matters,  the 
reply  should  be  given  that  the 
organization  should  be  a leader 
and  not  a follower.  The  idea 
presented  here  is  neither  parti- 
san nor  political  and,  if  enacted 
into  law,  will  not  only  be  a dis- 
tinct service  to  the  country  but 
to  numismatics  as  well.  The 
extraordinary  times  demand  a 
special  effort  to  abolish  the  cor- 
rupt system  of  surcharged 
"coins"  that  are  in  reality  noth- 
ing more  than  high-priced 
medals  forced  on  the  numis- 
matic world  by  an  arrogant  and 
unresponsive  Congress.

Welcome  to  this  year's 
NLG  competition! 

Please  read  these  rules  carefully  if 

you  wish  to  participate  in  the  contest. 

1.  All  NLG  members  are  eligible 
to  participate  if  their  dues 
have  been  paid. 

2.  All  entries  must  have  been 
published  between  May  1, 
1993,  and  April  30, 1994. 

3.  Entries  must  be  postmarked 
not  later  than  May  31,  1994 
and  received  by  June  10, 1994. 

4.  All  entries  must  be  the  work  of 
entrant  or  must  have  been  pro- 
duced under  entrant's  editorial 
direction. 


5.  The  judges  reserve  the  right  to 
change  the  category  in  which 
an  entry  may  compete,  if  they 
believe  such  change  is  neces- 
sary to  assure  equity  of  all 
participants. 

6.  Three  (3)  of  each  entry  must  be 
submitted  in  all  categories 
except  portfolio.  In  the  later 
category,  one  copy  will  suffice. 
Quality  photocopies  of  news- 
paper and  magazine  articles 
are  acceptable. 

7.  No  entries  will  be  returned 
under  any  circumstance. 

8.  No  entrant  may  submit  more 
than  one  (1)  entry  in  any  single 
category.  (The  same  entry  may 
also  be  included  in  the  Portfolio 
competition,  however.) 

9.  In  categories  with  only  one 
entry,  judges  may  decide  that 
no  award  will  be  given,  or 
may  substitute  Special  NLG 
Recognition  for  the  regular 
NLG  Award. 

10.  All  judges'  decisions  are  bind- 
ing and  final;  confidentiality 
of  all  judging  is  absolute. 

11.  Failure  to  conform  to  all  rules 
will  be  cause  for  disqualifica- 
tion from  the  competition.

A popular  sports  columnist  of 
a bygone  era  --  1 think  it  was 
Jimmy  Cannon  --  used  that  line  to 
introduce  his  views  on  burning 
issues  of  the  day. 

1 don't  claim  to  be  in  Jimmy 
Cannon's  league,  but  the  article  at 
hand  does  have  something  in 
common  with  Cannon's  columns: 
Absolutely  nobody  asked  me  to 
write  it! 

Notwithstanding  the  deafen- 
ing silence,  it  hit  me  recently,  dur- 
ing a rare  moment  of  meditation, 
that  I have  been  "entertaining" 
NLG  Bash-goers  for  10  full  years 
now  with  parodies  of  well-known 
songs  refitted  with  coin-related 


lyrics:  1 made  my  debut  at  the  last 
Detroit  convention,  in  1984,  and 
have  been  on  the  program  yearly 
ever  since.  It  further  occurred  to 
me  that  many  Guild  members 
missed  at  least  some  of  those 
Bashes  and  thus  did  not  get  to 
"enjoy"  these  satirical  efforts. 

In  the  interest  of  fairness  — of 
spreading  the  wealth,  as  it  were  ... 
or  spreading  the  pain  — I have 
decided  to  print  the  lyrics  here  to 
one  of  my  annual  numbers.

His  shorts  go  marching  on! 


Glory,  glory,  numismatics!  Hail  to  all  the  coins  in  attics! 

We  are  ANA  fanatics  In  this,  its  hundredth  year. 

In  the  early  1900s,  Farran  Zerbe  walked  the  land. 

But  the  coin  collecting  hobby  wasn't  easy  to  expand. 

All  the  coins  with  any  value  then  belonged  to  Virgil  Brand 
Till  he  went  marching  out. 

ANA  met  in  the  lobby  when  we  had  a smaller  hobby. 

Everything  was  nice  and  snobby  -Just  like  the  AN S.  Then  the  Blue  Book  and  the  Red  Book 
and  the  ads  ofB.  Max  Mehl  brought  the  public  to  our  doorstep,  looking  for  the  Holy  Grail-

Glory,  glory.  Grey  and  Bluesheet.  Maybe  now  we  need  a new  sheet. 

How  about  an  lOU  sheet  For  those  whose  ink  is  red? 


When  the  founding  fathers  gathered  back  in  1891, 

They  could  hardly  have  imagined  what  it  was  they  had  begun. 

If  they  saw  us  here  tonight,  they'd  say,  "My  God,  what  have  we  done? 

"Is  THIS  our  hundredth  year?" 
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Virginia  M.  "Ginger"  Bryan  of  Gainesville,  FLa.,  wife  of  NLG  member  Roger  Bryan,  died  Aug.  23 
at  the  age  of  56.  Like  her  husband,  she  was  a staunch  supporter  of  the  Guild  and  a mainstay  of  the 
Florida  United  Numismatists.

While  congratulating  Grover  on  this  well-deserved  honor,  the  Guild  also  extends  condolences  on 
the  recent  death  of  his  son,  Grover  111. 

N.  Neil  Harris,  who  was  active  in  the  Guild  for  a number  of  years,  recently  joined  MedaUic  Art  Co. 
of  Sioux  Falls,  S.D.,  as  art  director.  Neil  served  for  more  than  a decade  as  editor  of  the 
Numismatist. 

Alan  Herbert,  one  of  the  Guild's  most  senior  and  most  active  members,  tied  the  knot  March  6 with 
Josephine  F.  Davis  of  Mesa,  Ariz.,  at  the  East  Mesa  Christian  Church.  Chester  L.  Krause  served  as 
best  man.  Alan  has  been  writing  for  Krause  Publications  for  many  years,  most  notably  as  an 
authority  on  mint-error  coins,  and  currently  is  editor  of  Coins  Magazine. 

Paul  Vincze,  a sculptor  of  enormous  talent  and  a friend  of  the  NLG  for  many  years,  died  March  5 in 
France  at  the  age  of  86.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Betty.  Over  the  years,  the  Vinczes  frequently 
attended  ANA  conventions  and,  while  there,  enjoyed  being  with  us  at  our  Bashes. 


LETTER  TO  THE  EDITOR 


Your  November  1993  issue 
contained  a brief  biography  of 
Isaac  Newton,  physicist  and  for- 
mer Master  of  the  Royal  Mint.  As 
with  many  brief  biographical  out- 
lines, the  last  couple  of  para- 
graphs summarise  facts  of  the 
man's  professional  life  but,  in  their 
brevity,  are  unable  to  convey 
much  of  the  person.  Genius 
Newton  may  have  been,  but  he 
was  very  human. 

At  Cambridge  Newton  proved 
arrogant,  shy  and  sulky,  self- 
absorbed  in  his  studies,  slow  to 
publish  his  results  or  share  them 
with  others,  and  jealous  of  any 
competition.  He  needed  to  be 
handled  with  tact  and  deference. 
When  Edmund  Halley  fronted  up, 
searching  for  help  in  calculating 
the  orbits  of  comets,  Newton 
informed  him  he  had  solved  the 
problem  of  universal  gravity  but 
had  mislaid  the  calculations.  It 
was  Halley  who  finally  managed 
to  persuade  him  to  set  his  ideas  in

order  and  explain  the  motions  of 
the  planets.  It  was  Halley  who 
nagged  him  into  completing  this 
work,  and  it  was  Halley  who, 
although  he  couldn't  afford  it, 
paid  for  publication  of  the 
Principia  in  1687.  Newton  was 
not  hard  up  but  made  no  contri- 
bution to  the  expenses  of  one  of 
the  grandest  books  of  science. 

Having  set  the  planets  in  their 
orbits  Newton  was  able  to  focus 
his  full  attention  on  his  alchemy 
and  by  1692  had  become  literally 
mad  as  a hatter.  He  had  slowly 
become  poisoned  by  the  mercury, 
arsenic  and  antimony  that  played 
a major  role  in  his  experiments; 
his  rooms  at  Trinity  resembled  a 
mini-Minamata.  Depression, 
paranoia,  insomnia  and  forgetful- 
ness became  his  lot.  His  hands 
shook  incessantly.  With  his  brain 
shot,  his  scientific  work  was  hope- 
lessly impaired  and  he  was 
deemed  fit  for  public  office.  It  was 
now  that  he  was  elected  Member 


of  Parliament  and  appointed 
Master  of  the  Mint. 

Halley  went  on  to  perfect  the 
taste  for  brandy  he  had  acquired 
during  his  brief  naval  career.  The 
two  remained  friends  until  just 
before  Newton's  death  in  1727  by 
which  time  Newton  had  become 
President  of  the  Royal  Society  and 
Halley  Astronomer  Royal.  It  was 
now  Halley's  turn  to  refuse  to  pub- 
lish; in  this  case  observations  of  the 
Moon  that  Newton  felt  were  right- 
ly public  property.  The  dispute 
became  bitter  and  was  unresolved 
at  Newton's  death.  Halley  lived 
until  1742,  dying  immediately 
after  having  a last  swig  of  alcohol.
